WE print io to-day’s issue an 
official report from the Land Agent 
to the Governor. In the ten months 
which Land Agent Young has 
- held this office be bas made at his 
own private expense two trips to 
Washington. Had an attorney 
been appointed espscially to make 
these trips it would hive cost th 
State a fee of probably $5,000, in- 
stead of $834a month which Ne- 
vada’s Land Agent receives. But 

n may be urged that there might 
have been appoiated a local Wasb- 
* fagton City attorney woo would 
make Lis permanent residence at 
the Capital. Well, if the place 
* of his residence is more important 
to the State than what the Agent 
- gccomplishes the suggestion is a 
wise one. But is it not patent to 
every thinking person that a man 
couversant with the work of the 
State Land Office, who knows all 
ol the facts pertaiuing to the landed 

interests of the State, whose heart 
is in his mission, whose reputation 
is worth ao huudred times more than 
his salary; is it not more than 
probable, we say, that such special 
agent, backed by our Representa- 
tives in Congress, would have 
greater influence with the Depart- 
ment of the Interior than apy loca! 
agent likely to be appointed? This 
supposition seems to be well found- 
ed in view of the fact that for over 
two years there had been no land 
approvals whatever, whereas within 
sixty days after the new Land 
Agent’s appointment the Usiver- 
sity grant list had been all ap- 
prove; and, within less than ten 
months, in all over 80,000 acres had 
been approved to the State. Atall 
events the figures presented in the 
report are stubborn facts and the 
official services of the Land Ageut 
will, we think, meet with commen- 
dation from every honest, fair- 
minded citizen. We submit, in 
view of the facts presented in the 
report, whether or not the Land 
Agent does not deserve at the hands 
of an always appreciative people 
words of praise rather than censure.

RENO’S PURE WATER. 


What a “Gazette” Representative 
Saw Westerday — 86,500 Re- 
cently Expended in impreve- 
ments. 

Yesterday afternoon a GAZETTE 
representative took a drive out to 
the Reno Water Company's reser- 
voirs, located a few hundred yards 
northwest of theSchool for Girls. 
There are three reservoirs covering 
in all atout five acres. The water 
is brought iv a flume, taken out at 
a point on the Truckee river about 
eleven miles distant and emptied 
into reservoir one, known as a set- 
tler. Before being emptied into 
this, however, it passes through a 
filter, consisting of a wooden box 
sixteen feet square, filled witb sand, 
graveland coke. From reservoir 


one the water passes into reservoir 
two and from the latter into reser- 
voir three. From number three, 
at an elevation of 188 feet above the 
level of Virginia street in front of 
the GAZETTE office, it passes out 
into a twenty-inch pipe to supply 
the town. The filter, the par- 
titions betweeu the reservoirs aod 
numerous other improvements 
have been made within the last few 
months. Supt. Evans says he 
doesn’t blame the GAZETTS for its 
agitation of the water question, last 
Summer,for he was ashamed of the 
condition of the water then him- 
self, but he added that the water 
is now as good as anybody drinks, 
and 1 don’t care where the man 
comes from.“ In this statement 
the GAZETTE concurs, Since the 
agitation of the water question last 
Summer Mr. Evans bas expended 
between $6,000 and $7,000 in cash 
on improvements. Now around 
the reservoirs it is free from sticks 
and brush, and is a: clean as avy 
front yard in Reno. [be water 
when it reaches reservoir three is 
as clear and pure as any of the 
mouutain water for which this lo- 
eality is famous. As uow cared for 
the water which qe drink is such 
that the most squeamish could not 
offer ot criticism. The purity 
of the drinkiug water pow fur- 
uished to Reno is a matter for cou- 
gratulation.

Reno, NEVADA. Dec. 10, 1887 

To His Excellency, C. C. Stevenson, 
Carson City, Nevada—Sir: In com- 
pliance with your request of Dec. 9h, 
I take pleasure in submitting the fol- 
lowing: 

On February 10, 1887, I had the 
honor to receive at your hands the 
commission of Attorney and Land 
Agent of the State of Nevada before 
the Department of the Ioterior at 
Washington, D. C. I find that there 
exists a general misapprehension, 
among the people as to my duties. As 
I understand my official duties they 
are te segure the speedy approval to 
the State of lands already ap oon for 
through our State Land O and 
under the provisions i the “United 
States Land granis. I have no ol- 
ficial relation to National legiela- 
tion on land or other matters, no- 
thing whatever to do with the des- 
ert land laws, timber culture laws, 
homestead laws, or any other national 
laws; Lbavetodoonly with the ap- 
proval to tho State of lands selected by 
the Sate's Land Register, or Select- 
ing Agent. My appointment as I 
have said, was made Feb. 10th. At 
that time it seemed to be a bopeless 
undertaking to secure the approval of 
any land selections. For over two 
years and four months previous to 
that date not so much as the selection 
of one acre had received the attention 
and approval of the Genera! Land Of- 
fice, the last approval, previous to my 
appointment baviug been made Sep- 
tember 29, 1884. Although handreds 
of thousands of acres had deen, 
through the State Laud Office, applied 
for by Nevada citizens their applica- 
Lions continued to remain unexamined 
in the pigeon holes of the Land Office 
u Washington. At ence upon receiv- 
ing the appointment I proceeded to 
Washington to represent before Land 
Commissioner Sparks Nevada’s claims 
for consideration. Owing to its lack 
of clerical force I found thattbe Gen- 
eral Land Office was six or 
seven years behind in its work and 
that many other States were pushing 
their respective claims for attention. 
For over two months I remained in 
Washington on this busine-s; in fact 
for four of the first six months after 
my appointment [ was continually iu 
the service of this State and at a per- 
sonal expense which far exceeded my 
salary. In my efforts todo the work 
assigned me I was soeconded by Con- 
gressman Woodburn, Senators Jones 
and Stewart,aod especially so by Stew- 
art, who on one or more occasions 
joined me in making a personal ap- 
peal to the Commissioner of the Gen- 
eral Land Office. The Commissiover 
before whom all of che facts in detail 
were presented admitted the justice of 
Nevada’s claim and promised imme- 
diate attention. He kept his 
promise. Withio less than 60 days 
after my appointment all of the lands 
then applied for under the University 
grant were passed upon; the signa- 
ture of Commissioner having been af- 
fixed to the applications, Eureka list 
160 acres April 11; Carson list, 773.72 
acres, May 10. Of the furtber approv- 
als made are, Carson list, 41,037.05 
acres made Oct. 2ist; Eureka list 39,- 
000 acres made November 30. The no- 
tice of the latter baving been received 
at our Sate Land Office Dec. 7. In all 
within the tem months since! have 
held this office, there have been ap- 
proved to the Siate 80,960.77 acres. The 
approval of these lands alone will 
cause in accruing interest an annual 
increase to our State Schvol Fund of 
more than $6,000. Of the lauds ap- 
plied for and yet unapproved there re- 
main applications, on Which non- mm- 
eral affidavits have been filed, about 
500,000 acres. The force of clerks in 
the Land Department is now employed 
in doing all that can be done towards 
the approval of Nevada land selec- 
tions, and [am informed through offi- 
cial sources that this force will so con- 
tinue until ali of the selections be 
passed upon. Io fact at no time for 
over three years bas the pros been 
so hopefal as now t at Nevada land 
matters will receive all the attention 
that they should receive. 

Since my appointment I have made 
to Washington on this official busi- 
ness two special trips, the second trip 
in Jaly last Have made numerous 
trips to Carson to consult with Land 
Selecting Agent Jones, and through 
these consultations and 4 personal in- 
vestigation of the work ani require- 
ments of that office there has been 
brought about an understanding be- 
wohn the General Land Office and 
State Land Office which otherwise 
would not now exist. Were not the 
personal knowledge thus aquired 
necessar we secure the desired land 
approv 9 of an at- 
torney and oo agent to resent 
the State before the Interior part- 
meat would not haye been necessary; 
the business might nave been carried 
on through the mails aod not by «a 
special agent. I have been at al! 
times within easy communication of 
the State Land Office and baw com- 
ang how every su - . meee — 
the Selecting Agent. ave obiaio 
all, and much more than I had dared 
to hope and ina much sborter space 
of time than I expected; and in view

I noticed iu u late issue of your 
paper an article on, Why Some 
Horses are Sick.“ The writer says, 
and very truly, too, that they are 
fed too soon after coming in trom 
work. He might also have added 
they are worked too soon after 
feeding. Being fed so soon after 
work, their stomachs are not in 
proper condition to receive the 
food. Of course he means the 
temperature of the animal is too 


high to receive the food safely 


and not cause fermentation instead 
of good healthy digestion. 

I will say that it is equally as 
dangerous to work a horse too 
soon after feeding as to feed too 
soon after work. Some inquisitive 
person will want to know how 
long he should let his team stand 
before he can water and feed, and 
how long they should stand after 
eating. During the hot season 
they should have a few swallows of 
water when they come to the sta- 
ble, also a small bunch of hay. Let 
them stand 30 minutes, then you 
cau give them two or three gallens 
of water and six or eight ears of 
corn, or three or four quarts of 
oats—either grau you are feeding. 

Always give a small feed in the 
morning and at mid-day, then at 
night when the team is cool, give 
them a good full meal—say six 
pounds of oats or corn. They then 
have all night to eat, and for di- 
gestion to go on without being 
disturbed. In this way you are 
quite safe from flatulent colic 
caused by injudicious feeding. 

Many persons whose horses are 
becoming thin in flesh add more to 
an already full meal. The cause of 
the animal’s loss of flesh is that the 
digestive organs have already too 
much todo. You should give the 
stomach rest, either by putting the 
horse out on pasture, or cut his 
feed and change from corn to oats 
or vice versa. He will relish a 


mash once a day, made one-third | 
of oats and two-thirds of bran, or | 


shorts, which is better. 


All teams drawing heavy loads | 
should have oats at least for their | 
if | 


morning and noon-day meals. 
corn is fed it should be at night. 
Horses having quick work to do go 
better on oats at all seasons of the 
year, except perhaps in cold 
weather, when corn can be fed with 
safety, and tley should be fed once 
in six hours, as the stomach empties 
itself in taat time. A horse that is 
in full flesh will go much longer 
without food than one thin in 
flesh.

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The Hair of Horses Legs. 


Breeders’ Gazette.) 

The importance attached to the 
hair on the legs of draft horses in 
Great Britain is a constant source 
of surprise to the average Ameri- 
can. Here the question of absence 
or presence of hair and its quality 
on the legs of Shire or Clydesdale 
horses is looked upon as of import- 
ance cnly as it tends to prove or 
disprove the purity of the blood of 
the animal. And itis undoubtedly 
true that if Shire horses, and 
Clydesdales as well, could be bred 
in this country or England with 
legs as destitute of hair as are some 
other breeds, it would add greatly 
to their popularity in America. It 
is rather amusing to see a recent 
issue of the Norwich (Eng.) Mer- 
cury discourse gravely on the pos- 
sibilities of producing goed Shire 
horses outside of the Fen districts: 
and alleging as the principal point 
in the argument that it is doubtfal 
if sufficient feather on the legs can 
be produced elsewhere. Agricul- 
ture, a paper published in London, 
combats the idea of the Norwich 
Mercury that good Shire horses 
caunot be bred outside of the Fen 
districts, but proceeds to argue 
that the hair can be grown just as 
well elsewhere as on the flat low- 
lands of the fens. Hair, hair, hair! 
appears to be everything with our 
British’ cousins in judging draft 
horses, They argue that the pres- 
ence of an abundance of feathers 
of the legs indicates hardness and 
firmness of texture of the bone; 
but how is it about the thorough- 
bred? These horses are the clean- 
est-limbed specimens of the equine 
race in the world. No animal of 
the horse kind has a bone of finer 
texture; and yet no animal of the 
horse kind is so characterized by 


the absence of long hair on the 


legs. This ought to settle the ques- 
tion of hair as an indication of the 
quality of the bone once for all.
